1 cannot forbear, «veo at thla late dajr, the public»* 
tion of aonia IniereatinK oranta wblcb occurred here 
during the late rebelllou referring directly to tbo gen­ 
tlem an w oo haa recently been Inatalled aa ProaiOeni of 
th e U nlied States. 
The 14ih of Septem ber, 1862, was a remaricable Sun­ 
day In Ihia old lashloued M aryland village.

w hatbcr at tho Leipzig Gowaudhaus, Berlin, Dresden, 
the I’usilelouu O rchesira. at P ans, the C rystal Palace 
O rchestra, at Loudon, cun say w ith tru th we find nono 
01 them at all superior, or lit niuuy rcspocis equal, to 
our own well loved I'huuius O rchestra. 
Ill speaking ol tho old, well tried veloran, Ph ilh ar­ 
monic, while rocogtiizing tho great value uf Its labora

advise, 
b u t

m ay be allow able to suggest. 
It w ould be a 
p ity to give the rep u b lican m alcontents so 
vigorous a leader if he can be soothed and 
won by a little personal conciliation. 
P res­ 
id en t L incoln w ould have m ade a m istake 
had ho ropollod B u tler’s services in th e i^ar, 
an d it is for P resid en t H ayes to decide 
w hether his co-opcration m ay n o t bo valu­ 
able in peace. 
T ho stiff, resolute a ttitu d e assum ed by 
Packard in Ijonisiana “ w ill not am ount to a 
row of p ins” unless his cause should be 
taken up and defended by influential repub­ 
licans in Congress at the approaching extra 
session. 
H is resolute a ttitu d e has stiffened 
(’ham berlain, and both are acting on the hope, 
p erhaps on assurances, of in flu en tial N orth­ 
ern support. 
If they 
fail to get this 
they are m ere chips floating on th e waves. 
If th eir cause finds no advocates in Congress 
at the extra session it is lost. 
In th e Senate 
the P resid en t w ill have no lack of able re­ 
publican champions. He can hold his own 


there even if B laine should m ake a blazing 
dem onstration against him . 
B u t in the 
H ouse the rep u b lican side is weak. 
B utler 
is the ablest rep u b lican m em ber. 
H is skill 
in playing on party prejudices w ould m ake 
him an overm atch for G arfield an d m ight 
enable him to array a m ajority of th e repub­ 
lican 
m em bers against

of 
the P resident. 
B u tler 
is 
no 
fanatic, 
b u t a shrew d po litician ; am b itio u s and 
self-seeking, to be sure, b u t am enable to

As we hove already said, wo 
do not presum e to advise ; it is for the 
Presid en t him self to decide w hether it is 
no t expedient to forestall- a great hubbub 
and com m otion in h is own p arty by a little 
soothing deference to so u n q u iet a sp irit as 
G eneral B utler. 
In tho P re sid e n tia l can­ 
vass B u tler waived h is inflation heresy, out 
of respect for H ayes ; an d if th e P resident 
does n o t sn u b him os a rep u b lican leader 
in the H ouse, he m ay find h is services in ­ 
valuable. 
T here is n o th in g vindictive in 
bis n atu re ; he q u ick ly got over his quarrel 
w ith G ra n t; he is a stanch friend as well 
as a b itte r enem y ; he courts popularity and 
loves recognition, and a little p olitic defer­ 
ence to his personal claim s m ight deprive 
the repnblican m alcontents in tho House of 
a form idable leader.

m etropolis, 
an d 
especially 
on 
the poorer classes, w ill be rem em bered 
if they should over offer them selves as can­ 
didates for anoth r p u b lic tru st. 
R apid 
tran sit w ould release the laboring classes 
from th eir present com fortless, unhealthful 
lodgings in crow ded tenem ent houses and 
give them cheap hom es in th e u p p e r port of 
the island, w here they w ould hove pure air 
to breathe and w here th eir ch ild ren m ight 
grow u p self-respecting and hoppy. 
R apid 
tran sit w ould enable w orking m en and 
wom en to get to th eir places of em ploym ent 
in ten m in u tes instead of being com pelled 
to ride for an h o u r or an h o u r and a half 
each way in a close, com fortless street car, 
tw o-thirds of tho tim e w ithout a seat. R apid 
tran sit w ould cause an im m ediate activity in 
the b u ilding business and th u s give em ploy­ 
m ent to th ousands of idle m en. 
R apid 
tran sit w ould enable clerks an d m echanics 
who are now driven to B rooklyn and New 
Jersey to live in New York, an d the cus­ 
tom o f an ad ditional h alf m illion people 
w ould thus be added im m ediately to our 
retail stores. 
B ut rap id tra n sit w ould take 
m oney out of th e treasu ries of the rich 
horse car lines, an d a h an d fu l of selfish 
land ow ners believe, or affect to believe, 
th at it m ight do some little in ju ry to th eir 
p articular property. 
So a m ajority of tho 
Assembly, in clu d in g some New Y ork repre­ 
sentatives, is induced to cu t th e th ro at of 
rap id tra n sit and to do its best to deprive 
the city of tho prom ised blessing. 
Among tho New Y ork m em bers w ho voted 
in th e in terest of th e horse caY railroad com­ 
panies an d against the intereski of th a peo­ 
ple of New York were M essrs. Spinola, 
Cozons, Strahan, 
Corsa 
and 
Langbein. 
Some of these nam es w ill be recognized as 
am ong those w ho have too often been found 
on th e w rong sid e in form er L egislatures, 
and probably th e ir opposition to rap id tran ­ 
sit m ight have been anticipated.

after all, is w ith those by whom they 
were elected to th e Assembly. 
Dr. Isaac 
Hayes also voted an d w orked against the

people.of Now Y ork—and it is proper th at 
onr citizens sho u ld know th eir tru e charac­ 
ters.

Wc urge th at a strong pressure of public 
sentim ent upon the State L egislature be 
kep t up u n til tho Senate and A ssem bly 
shall have taken favorable action on tho re­ 
form s advocated by Mr. E varts and others 
at tho Stoinw ay Ila ll m eeting on S aturday 
evening. 
T he constitutiounl am endm ent 
recom m ended by G overnor T ild o n ’s m uni­ 
cipal com m ission m eets w ith very little 
open or direct opposition. 
E ven Mr. .John 
K elly expresses approval of its substance, 
and in tho absence of any serious contest 
the L ogislature should not h esitate to piujs 
it. 
Tho responsibility of th is L egislature in 
relation to it is very slight. 
T his Leg­ 
islature does not m ake a final decision 
of th e question ; it m erely passes it on to­ 
w ard a further hearing. 
If the people 
should discover reasons for disapproving it 
they will elect a new L egislature next tall 
w hich w ill carry o u t th eir wishes. 
Hut 
even when the people shall have approved 
it this year, and the next L egislature sh all 
have indorsed it, it will still rem ain w ilhin 
control of tho voters. 
T he final ju d g m e n t 
of tho people, ratifying or rejecting it, will 
n o t bo pronounced u n til tho autu m n of 1878. 
E ven if th is L egislature should pass a hasty 
ju d g m en t there w ill be am ple o pportuni­ 
ties for revising i t ; b u t the am endm ent is 
80 rig h t and wise th at we believe th at tho 
m ore it is considered tho m ore strongly it 
w ill be approved. 
It is the plain d u ty of 
th e L egislature to act upon it an d let the 
discussion proceed. 
Now, if the proposed am endm ent is sound 
th e p ending bills which are in accordance 
w ith it an d anticipate its reform s ought to 
be passed. 
If th e am endm ent is adopted 
th e changes it w ill bring to th is city will 
th en be slight. 
If the am endm ent is rejected 
wc shall still have the benefit of the reform. 
If, on trial, tho changes are not found to 
w ork well, th at w ill be a g ood-reason for 
voting against the am endm ent. 
T he passage 
of the bill* which look in the same direction 


as the am endm ent w ill m aterially enlighten 
the ju d g m en t of the people respecting its 
m erits before they are called to vote trpon it. 


C IvU B erv lee R e fo rm . 
W hile approving the efforts of Secretary 
Sohurz to reorganize his departm ent in ac­ 
cordance w ith so u n d ideas of an efficient 
civil service wo tru s t th a t reform in th at 
direction is not to be lim ited to the volun­ 
tary action of m em bers of the ad m in istra­ 
tion. 
U nless som ething m ore solid and 
enduring is attem p ted th e civil service re­ 
form ers will b u ild upon the sand, and w hen 
the w inds blow an d the floods come th eir 
edifice will be und erm in ed and sw ept away. 
If th is reform is of any value it should not 
rest on the discretion or caprice of in d i­ 
vidual officers o f th e governm ent. 
They 
hold 
th eir places 
by 
a 
frail 
ten u re ; 
th»y come and go; it freq u en tly happens 
th at there are several successive heads of th e 
same d epartm ent in the course of one ad ­ 
m inistration, a n d BO long os tho civil ser­ 
vice is left to be regulated by the m ere 
views of tra n sie n t heads of d ep artm en ts we 
can have no assurance th at wlmt one officer 
does his successor w ill not subvert. 
It is 
indispensable to p u t th is im p o rtan t sub­ 
ject u nder the stab le control of law and not 
leave it to th e caprice of in dividual men. 
It so h ap p en s th at Secretary Schurz has 
distinguished him self by zealous, persistent 
advocacy of a reform in our civil service, 
and he is bound in all consistency to prac­ 
tise 
wlmt 
he 
has 
preached. 
B ut 
it 
is 
unfo rtu n ately 
tru e 
th at 
a 
m ajor­ 
ity of our 
experienced 
p ublic m en do 
not share eith er his views or h is zeal, and 
if, by the accidents of politics, he should go 
out of oflico n ex t year or tho year after there 
are m any chances th at his successor w ould 
be indifferent to his reform s. 
N either in 
th is m atter nor in any im p o rtan t m atter do 
we w ant a governm ent of in d ividual caprice, 
b u t a governm ent of 
laws. 
P laying at 
civil service reform is m erely w riting in the 
w ater u n til we can regulate the ap p o in t­ 
m ent, qualifications and ten u re of officers 
by strict and stable law. 
C ongress m ight 
pass efficient laws, b u t it is n o t expedient to 
tru st th is m atter even to the d iscretion of 
Congress. 
Tho law s passed by one Congress 
can be repealed by any other; an d a dem o­ 
cratic C ongress w hich found all tho offices 
filled by the republican appointees of pre­ 
ceding ad m in istratio n s w ould bo strongly 
tem pted to repeal law s w hich prevented 
th eir p arty from receiving w hat it "V ould 
consider an equitable share of the offices. 
T he only effective way to grapple w ith tho 
evil is by am ending th e constitution, as 
P resid en t H ayes acknow ledged in his inau­ 
gural address. 
T h e one term am endm ent 
w hich he recom m ended w ould rem ove the 
chief tem ptation to abuse the ap pointing 
power, and if th is were accom panied by 
another am endm ent m aking m inor civil offi- 
cers irrem ovable except for dishonesty or 
inefficiency th ere w ould be 
no 
fu rth er 
trouble on th is head. 
As a provisional reform , u n til the co n stitu ­ 
tion con be am ended, we w ould gladly see a 
law passed by Congress forbidding, u n d er 
severe penalties, the paym ent of m oney for 
election expenses by federal office-holders. 
I t should be a penal offence, involving for­ 
feiture of office, eith er to solicit such m oney 
or to pay i t 
Such co n trib u tio n s arc in tho 
n atu re of bribes paid by office-holders to 
retain th eir places, ond it ought to be treated 
w ith as little m ercy as any o th er k in d of 
bribery p ractised in connection w ith elec­ 
tions or w ith the acquisition of office. 
Such 
a law, an d one or two others th at m ight bo 
suggested, w ould do a great deal tow ard 
divorcing 
o u r 
civil service from active 
politics; b u t the only efficient rem edy is to 
be found in an am endm ent to th e constitu­ 
tion. 
On th is great subject n ibbling reform s 
are no real reform at all.

The C anadian p ro tectio n ists in the Do­ 
m inion P arliam en t are m aking a desperate, 
h u t ap p aren tly hopeless, fight against th e 
“R evenue TariflT’ policy of th e governm ent. 
They have successively offered am endm ents 
increasing the proposed m alt tax, favoring 
protection to ag ricu ltu re, declaring for a 
protective d u ty on all m anufactured goods, 
and pronouncing for a tax th at w ould aid 
the 
in d u stries of th e colony instead of 
the tax on tea. 
As each item comes up it is 
mot by some so rt of am endm ent from tho 
opposition, b u t on the vote tho governm ent 
steadily carries th e day by a substantial m a­ 
jority. 
T he m otions of th e protectionists 
are like the m otions of a contortionist. T hey 
are tw isted in to all sorts of shapes an d m ade 
to look as u n n a tu ra l as possible, now rolled

It is not 
difficult to convince labor th at protection 
can never be its friend. 
T he protectionists 
desire p rohibitory d u ties to enable them in 
th eir several interests to enrich them selves 
by high prices. 
As soon as they secure pro­ 
tection they g rin d down labor ; for if the 
price of labor sho u ld be allow ed to rise cor­ 
respondingly w ith prices th e object of tho 
protectionist w ould bo lost.

M atam oros, Mexico, Marob 27, 1877. 
Scarcely a year ago G entrol PorUrio Oiaz, then a 
refugee In the U nited SU tes, croesedlrom Brownsville. 
Texas, where be had been lor som e tim e organU ing a 
revolutionary movem ent agaost th e governm ent of 
P resident Lerdo, and Joined a low hundred ol bla 
friends lu tho rear ot Msinmoros. 
Uia torco was com­ 
posed chiody o f C o rtin a’s parilaaua, w ho willingly 
espoused tbe cause ol General Oiaz as a m eans of op. 
posing and perhaps overthrow ing th e governm ent ol
